WASHINGTON, June 20—(U.P.)—The United States 


has proposed to the leading powers a one-year suspension of 
all war debt payments between governments, to give the 
world a breathing spell in which to recover economically, 
President Hoover announsed today.

, The United States proposes 
postpone for one year allied 
debt payments on condition that the 
allied powers grant a like respite to 
their debtors. 


Mr. Hoover made clear he Is op- 


posed to cancellation of debts or in- 
terfering with the internal affairs 
of Europe 
However, he took the new that 


such a step was necessary to extend 
in a return of prosperity here as 
well as abroad. 
The text of the president's state- 


ment fellows 
"The American government pro- 


poses the postponement during one 
year of all payments on mter-gov- 
ernmenlal debts, reparations 
and 


relief debts, both pnncipal and in- 
terest, of course, not including obli- 
gations of governments held by pri- 
vate parties. Subject to confirma- 
tion by congress, the American gov- 
ernment will postpone all payments 
upon the debts of foreign govern- 
ments to the American government 
payable during the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. next, conditional on 
a like postponement for one year 
of all payments on 
inter-govern- 


mental debts owing the important 
creditor powers."

afternoon, low, black fast-moving 
clouds filled the sky while gusts of 
cool wind swept the ground. The 
ominous appearance led to many 
rumors of cyclones, none of which 
could be confirmed.

chapter of the Red Cross, upon 
noting the dangerous cloud forma- 
tions, called The Star and left her 
telephone number in case a cyclone 
should bring a demand for the 
emergency service of the Bed Cross 
disaster committee.

administration of the code depart- 
ments is costing the taxpayers of 
the state more than the Weaver ad- 
ministration, despite the governor's 
claims of economy, was the startling 
charge made Saturday afternoon by 
State Senator Arthur Bowring of 
Mernman, republican legislator, as 
i parting shot at the chieg execu- 
tive. 


Examination of the records of the 
state auditor listing all expenditures 
for the departments of labor, pub-

Due to 
this fact and also because there 
•was much less interference, 
the 


legislature was able to complete 
its work in eleven legislative days

No Partisanship, Says Burke. 
Representative Allen G. ''Burke, 


republican floor leader and chair- 
man 
of the finance committee, 


made this comment: 
"I came to this special session with 


the sole idea of co-operating with 
the governor as much as 
possible 


without entirely forgetting the dut- 
ies I owed to this great state under 
my oath of office. I have fulfilled 
these duties honestly, fearlessly and 
conscientiously, and at no time was 
it my aim to embarrass the chief 
executive in any way. 
"I feel that it is highly compli- 
mentary to the finance committee 
of the house, whose duty it was to 
get out the budget measures, in so 
far as the committee has been sus- 
tained in every item that they in- 
serted in the governor's budget and 
in every item of increase, many of 
which were raised far above 
the 
recommendations o,f our committee, 
and very few were finally passed 
lower than was recommended by the 
committee. 
"In cutting down and lowering the 


budget from the regular session I 
feel that we are entirely justified. 
because of the drop in prices in all 
material and supplies, and in labor, 
all of which it is necessary to buy 
and obtain in conducting the affairs 
of the state, also, because of the 
present economic depression. 
"I feel as though the republican 


members of this house have come 
at least more than half way and I 
am certain that any and all politics 
Injected was brought in either by 
the governor of this state or by the 
minority members.

habitat of Pawnee Indians 100 years 
ago. 
It was picked up by Newton 


Dexter who lives on the land which 
is located in Polk county and owned 
by Mr. Headier of Clarks. 


The Chowi or Republican band of 


Pawnees which came to the Platte 
valley some time after 1806, lived 
along this river when Pike visited 
them near where Red Cloud now 
stands. They moved from this site 
about 1848. because the Sioux In- 
dians made war on them. The 
Pawnees then moved to a point near 
Linwood, and a part of the tribe 
settled on the south bank of the 
Platte river just across from Fre- 
mont. Another group settled where 
Leshara now stands. Later they 
all gathered in Nance county. This 
area was the -ancient home of the 
Skidi band of Pawnees. 


The "half-pipe'' is unique because 


of the process by which it was 
made. The usual process was to 
shape the pipe bowl from a block 
of 
pipestone brought from 
the 


quarry in southwest Minnesota. After 
it was shaped, the hole in the bowl 
was bored out with a piece of 
flint used as a drill. The place for 
the stem, made in the same way. re- 
quired a long time and hard labor. 


The long wooden stem for the 


pipe was often made by splitting 
an ash stick and scraping out the

pith in the center for a hole in 
the pipe stem. The two halves of 
the split stick were then put to- 
gether and bound with sinew or 
raw hide. 
This .i'half pipe" shows that the 


same system used on the stems has 
been tried in making the bowl. The 
work on this specimen has not been 
completed, and may be the unfin- 
ished result of an Indians' thinking. 
A complete pipe made by this 
process has never been found. 
. 


The village river where this was 


found is now a cornfield with 
scarcely a trace of the ruin to be 
seen. Here John Dunbar lived as 
a missionary with 2.000 Pawnees 
from 1834 to 1845. In his letters 
written during this period to the 
missionary board in New York, he 
tells many incidents of his life at 
this village.

camped on this ruin and made a 
study of the area. 
They put a 


trench across one earth house ruin, 
which was thirty feet across and 
two and one-half feet deep. They 
also opened a "cache" near the 
house site six feet deep and six feet 
across, but the Indians moved out 
of this village and took all their 
treasures with - them, so they did 
not find much of interest.

Governor's Figures Fail 


To Check With Those 


Compiled by Others. 


Governor Bryan's computation of 


total appropriations made by the 
Nebraska legislature at its regular 
and. special sessions this year, as 
given out to the press Saturday eve- 
ning, is about \\* million dollars 
below the summary made up by 
newspaper men. based on the gov- 
ernor's revised budget and the ad- 
ditions thereto voted by the legis- 
lature. 


The chief executive claims that 


appropriations which will have to 
be met from tax money are about 
three and one-half million dollars 
less than those made during the 
Weaver administration. 


Independent figures compiled by 


The Star place the aggregate ap- 
propriations at $45.083.000. but Mr. 
Bryan finds only $45,565,000. As his 
tabulation was not itemized, the 
manner in which his total was ar- 
rived at could not be determined nor 
could a check be made between the 
two sets of figures to discover pos- 
sible errors in one or both. A part 
of the difference was cleared up by 
State Tax Commissioner 
Smith, 


who assisted the governor in pre- 
paring the official estimate. Mr. | 
Smith informed press representa-' 
tires that the gubernatorial total 
does not include any reappropri- i 
a ted balances. Such b a l a n c e s 
amounting to $345,000 are included 
in the newspaper 'figures, without 
them, a derepancy of $1.173,000 
still exists. 


Finance Committee's Estimate 
A resume of the special session

In fact, the sudden reversal of 


trend in security prices at the week- 
end has bolstered up sentiment to 
an ?xtent which might very readily 
mark a genuine turning point in 
thp business cycle. 
v Considering the lagging and list- 
less performance of the market all 
during the past week, the vigorous 
upturn on Saturday 
caught 
the 


over-confident bear faction off its 
guard and threw it into utter rout. 


The first indications of a change 


came with the overnight announce- 
ment that the government was con- 
sidering intervening in the dis- 
tressed financial situation in Ger- 
many, with the intention of lendm<* 
assistance wherever necec ary to 
bring about a recovery. 


Tbe market's response to this ic- 
port was emphatic, for -with a vigor 
and breadth which could not be d-- 
nied, prices swept ahead sharply, 
•with the upturn gaining momentum 
war the close. Advances in ranking 
Jnvestment leaders were 
substan- 


tial. with gains of from 5 to 10 
points the rule in the active trading 


Net Gain of 6 Points. 


As measured by the "Standard 
Statistics' 'averages, the net gam in 
ninety composite stocks amounted to 
more than 6 points ,more than off- 
setting the declines previously sus- 
tained, and enabling the index to 
close the week with a net gam of 
slightly more than 2 points. 


The upward movement in 
the 
commodity prices for the first time 
is another imoprtant straw in the 
•mnd which will bear watching. The

capital. 


They told, how Miss Erskine began 
the first 4-H news writing in the 
United States in 1930 and how they 
had gotten publicity about their

Boy Also Active. 


However, the Nebraska girls were

him much in demand in the num- 
erous stunts and skits presented 
each night about the camp fire. 


Vincent Arthaud of Cambridge, 


the fourth Nebraska delegate, has 
been a leader in 4-H club Activi- 
ties in southwestern Nebraska for 
years and has helped with the or- 
ganization of many branch clubs.

Miss Erskine, a member of the 
Brown Eyes Silver Thimble Cloth- 
ing club—quite the most, delirious 
of many fabulously named clubs—, 
is a leader of the younger girls ir 
her organization. She has led and 
completed nine projects in cloth- 
ing, poultry and news writing ^work 
and has been a second place win- 
ner in the style show, exhibiting 
clothes which she made hersc.5, at 
the state fair. 


Miss Mattison went to Primrose 


to teach school and found herself 
in a community which knew little 
of 4-H club activities. Within a 
few days she had organized a Keep 
Well club among her school chil- 
dren.

New "Methodist CKurcK At 
Friend to Be Dedicated 


FRIEND, Neb., June 20—The. 


beautiful church which has risen j 
from the ashes of the old Methodist; 
church in Friend will be dedicated 
Sunday, June 28, by Bishop Locke 
of St. Paul, Minn. The new build- 
ing is constructed of brick, tile, 
stone, cement and steel, being prac- 
tically fireproof, the floor joist even 
being steel. The ceilings are_ paneled 
celotex, that of the sanctuary being 
gothic beams and panels. The edu- 
cational unit is 26 by 82 feet three 
stories, containing ladies' parlor, 
Sunday school chapel, with stage 
for entertainments, smaller chapel, 
five class rooms, each with black- 
board, and two large class rooms. 


The lower floor of this unit is 
the spacious dining room, and mod- 
ern kitchen 
equipped with gas 


range, steam table, coffee urn, sinks 
and built-in cupboard. 0?he kitchen 
is flooded with sunlight. The sanc- 
tuary is 36 by 87 feet, with the 
choir loft and pulpit in the east 
end. Back of the beautifully paneled 
communion rail, table and pulpit, is 
the console of the two manual Reu- 
ter organ, and three beautiful me- 
morial windows, each containing 
4,100 
pieces of glass, the many 


shades of blue intermingled with 
red and green. 


The pews are set in two sections 


with 54-inch center aisle, and 30- 
inch side aisles, which are richly 
carpeted, as are also the altar and 
pulpit sections. The vaulted door- 
way opens into a spacious entrance 
lobby, with vaulted ceilings, and 
stairways lead to the lower floor 
and upper floor. A rear entrance 
leads into another hallway contain- 
ing stairways railed with wrought 
iron. All stairways are steel and 
concrete. 


The Sunday school chapel opens 


into the rear of the sanctuary and 
is raised thirteen inches, so when 
used in connection with the sanctu- 
ary the people can see the pulpit. 
The two rooms are separated with 
heavy velour curtains, especially 
made to secure good acoustics. The 


stage in the Sunday school chapel 
is richly curtained with, velours. 
The large windows are cathedral 


amber .while those in the educa- 
tional unit are clear plate glass. 
Only three steps are required to 
enter the sanctuary. 
The heating plant is a vapor sys- 
tem, using the new concealed type 
of radiators in the sanctuary, actu- 
ated by a noiseless blower which 
takes the cold air over a thousand, 
feet of radiation. This blo.wer can 
also be used for a cooler in the 
summer time. 
The entire budget for the church 


and furnishing was $62,500, not in- 
cluding the organ. The project has 
been completed within the budget 
and so. far the largest individual 
gift is $2,000. ' 
The educational unit has been 


occupied since January 1, and al- 
ready the plant has been found to 
be none too large. 


The pastor of the-church is Rev. 
John R. Bucknell. So outstanding 
is this structure for a small com- 
munity that many, even from a dis- 
tance, have come to Friend to see 
and study it. The old church was 
destroyed by fire in December, 1929, 
and construction on. the new one 
started the following March. 


The 
dedication programs 
will 
start Thursday evening, when the 
educational unit memorials will be 
dedicated. Friday evening will be 
membership rally night and the 
Methodist people will gather in the 
sanctuary for the first .time for 
ritual service and communion. All 
day Sunday services will be held 
with the dedication in the evening. 


Monday evening, June 29, will be 


community night,-when the church 
will be open for inspection, with 
church and city officials in the re- 
ceiving line. Tuesday, evening Wil- 
bur Chenoweth of Lincoln wUl give 
the dedication recital on the pipe 
organ. 


Herbert John Burgstahler, presi- 
dent of Cornell college, will preach 
the sermon Sunday morning and 
assist in the other dedication serv- 
ices that day. The morning service 
will start at 10:30 o'clock.

In a complaint presented before 
the' interstate commerce commis- 
sion, the Fargo chamber of com- 
merce charges that rates now in 
force are prejudicial to the Fargo 
interests and favorable to seed 
companies located in Lincoln and 
Omaha, as well as in other cities 
and states. 


The disputed markets are located 
in North 
Dakota. South Dakota, 


Minnesota. Iowa. Wisconsin, the up- 
per peninsula of Michigan. 
Ne- 


braska. Kansas and Illinois, and 
the Fargo interests ask for dam- 
ages from the railroads for alleged 
discriminations in rates during the 
past two years- 


The complaint also charged that 
rates on sweet clover and other 
seed from Fargo to the same mar- 
kets are in themselves unjust and 
unreasonable.

UNDER ATTACK 


Government Brings Suit 


Claiming: Levies 


Were Illegal. 


NORFOLK, Neb.. June 20— (U. 


P.)— Suit to clear title to a piece 
of county land given to a Santee 
Sioux Indian by the United States 
government has been filed in Fed- 
eral court here. D. P. Wetzel of 
Norfolk is named defendant in the 
-action brought by the United States 
as trustee and guardian or Cyril 
BouiHard, the Indian. 
The government petition states 


that Rouillard inherited the strip 
of land in Knox county from his 
father, Louis Rouillard, in May 
1916, 
and was given a trust pa- 
tent by the government at that 
time. The land was held in trust 
by the government until July, 1927. 
At that time it was released and 
the government gave Rouillard a 
fee patent. Between the time of 
inheritance and giving of the fee 
patent to Rouillard, the government 
alleges, the land was not subject to 
taxation. 
The government asserts that the 


Knox county board of equalization 
and taxing agencies of the county 
assessed and levied taxes against 
the land while it was held in trust 
by the government. In 1925, the 
real estate and taxes were sold to 
J. B. Gibson of Norfolk and he paid 
back taxes. In May, 1930, Gibson 
assigned the tax certificate to D. P. 
Wetzel. . 
The United States, the petition 


sets forth, never consented to taxa- 
tion of the lands arid claims levying 
of taxes was illegal during the years 
1924-25-26-27. _

Modernization Brings Back Run Down Neighborhoods 


Older Sections of the 
City Now Rejuvenated 


Building Values Increase 


With Progress 


m 


One of the significant aspects of 


the Home Modernization Movement 
is the cumulative effect 
of the 


modernizing of one home in an old 
neighborhood becomes a starting 
point from which startling ramifi- 
cations result. 


The older residential sections of 


the city are filled with homes that 
•were up-to-date back in the days 
of the world's fair. 
The frames 


of these houses are sturdily con- 
structed and the workmanship that 
entered into the residence is ex- 
cellent. 
. 
But they are hopelrssly behind the 


times in many respects. Their ex- 
teriors are usually depressing, being 
/-care ugly and stolid 
The interior 


appointments are fullv in keeping 
with the exterior. Old fashioned 
electric 
light 
fixtures, 
obsolete 


plumbing, ill-arranged rooms and 
bare, cramped stairs give a hint of 
the general state of most of these 
homes 
Valuable Procerty Vet Hard to Sell. 


These houses are valuable and 


could be duplicated only at the ex- 
penditure of many thousands of dol- 
lars. The houses are too well con- 
structed to be summarily discarded 
Yet their general condition is such 
that they are hard to sell. On a 
slow market it is often impossible 
to get a pnce near their true worth. 


Real estate agents report that 


/many well constructed but old fash- 
ioned houses in run-down neighbor- 
hoods are sold for the val^e of the 
lot on which the house stands. 


Modernwation will help these old 


houses. A small amount of money 
placed in improving the exterior 
lines of the buildings will increase 
immeasurably their values. Mod- 
ernizing the interior of the dwelling 
not only aids in increasing the com- 
forts of living but makes the old 
place an attractive looking home. 


Modernized Homes Admired. 


' 
A newly modernized home in a 


run-down neighborhood stands out 
from its neighbors. It becomes the 
subject of favorable comment, of 
admiration. Other home owners in 
the neighborhood aspire to place 
their homes in a similar class and 
soon a distinct elevation in tone is 
apparent. 


Such a small matter as improv- 


ing the lawns (one phase of mod- 
ernizing) with well-trimmed grass, 
shrubbery and flowers has had far 


reaching effects on the neighbors. 


Money Well Invested. 


Considering the matter from a 


more selfish 
standpoint—that of 


dollars and cents—the act of mod- 
ernizing a home immediately in- 
creases its market value. Two thou- 
sand dollars used to modernize a 
6000 house causes its value to be- 
come, not $8,000 but $9,000 or 10,- 
000. 
Figures in excess of these 


have been reported. 


Ordinarily tWC cash value of the 


property increases 10 to 15 per cent 
above the original value plus the 
modernizing expense. 
It is evident from this that mod- 


ernizing is a safe investment. 
ELIMINATE THE 


CAVE-LIKE GLOOM 


When electricity is cheap and 


efficient you are doing yourself 
and family an injustice when you 
do not provide sufficient lighting, 
but allow the' interior of the house 
to be drab and gloomy. Well shaded 
lights are one of our economical 
comforts. 


Gloomy interiors are caused by 


a number of things. Sometimes the 
light provided is not sufficient for 
the room. 
Other times there is 


plenty of light, but the walls and 
ceiling are so dark they swallow the 
light. Again, the fixtures and bulbs 
are dirty,, preventing the 
light 


from emerging from the lamp. Dust 
on a shade or on the lamp bulb can 
absorb as much as 50 per cent of 
your light output. 


Sometimes all of these conditions 


exist in a single household, keeping 
light and joy out of the home 


One of the large public service 


companies when instructing 
their 


customers to check on the amount 
of light needed in a room, stated 
that when the walls and ceilings 
are fairly light in tone, provide 
one watt for each square loot of 
floor space. Since the wattage of 
each lamp is usually marked on 
the bottom of each lamp the num- 
ber of lamps needed can be quickly 
estimated. 


Closets Always Useful 
When modernizing the home and 


remodeling the interior look over 
the plans to see if it is possible to 
provide another closet. Closet space 
is particularly desirable from the 
housewife's standpoint, and it is al- 
ways safe to add another one if the 
space is available. 


Just A Neat Little Cottage Rebuilt For Two 
Four Walls and Roof 
Now Attractive Home 


Shingle-Clad Cottage Comes With Modernization 


When the cottage in the illustra- 


tion below was first built a good 
many years ago. it was considered 
to be one of the most attractive 
residences on the street. 


And the owners had taken pains 


to make its surroundings as pleas- 
ant as possible. The two wooden 
flower boxes on the front porch at- 
test to this statement. 


House Grows Old. 


And yet as time passed the ap- 


pearance of the house came in 
sharp contrast to the cottages that 
were later constructed in the neigh- 
borhood. The shelf-like porch with 
its flattened roof and round wooden 
pillars was like a thousand others. 
The house itself was a plain box 
with a pitch roof. The windows 
lacked character and individuality. 
Decorative appeal had been lost when 
an uninspired carpenter set m place 


the plain, narrow sash. 


A study of the house as it ap- 


peared after being touched by mod- 
ernization shows that the greatest 
changes were made in the porch, 
and the windows and trim. As a 
matter of fact, these are entirely 
new. 


A New Porch Adds Character. 
Instead of a narrow porch across 


the front, a square porch with an 
entablature of wood with a stcply 
pitched roof and a shingled gable 
was constructed. The pillars at each 
outside corner were made of brick 
one-half of the height, the balance 
being white painted wood. The 
architrave is also painted white, giv- 
ing the whole an effective appear- 
ance. 


The narrow single windows are 


gone. In their stead are new sash 
and trim wider and not so high.

Stepping Stones Make 


Artistic Walks 


A touch of the artistic may be 


introduced into the walk in the 
back lawn by using stepping stones 
instead of the more formal concrete 
walks. 
Such 
walks 
are 
usually 


curved across the lawn and add a 
charming touch to the vista of lawn 
and shrubbery. 


Stepping stones are inexpensive. 


They may be purchased already 
cut to shape or may be made by 
your contractor. These stones are 
irregular in design and may be col- 
ored with mineral pigments. Often 
the stones are left white, thus mak- 
ing a sharp contrast to the green of 


the lawn. 


A common way to place such 


stones is to place them in the de- 
sired position on the lawn, cut 
around the edge of each stone with 
a sharp pointed knife or trowel, lift 
out the sod and remove sufficient 
dirt to allaw the stone to set in 
place with a half irlch clearance 
above the' level of the lawn. After 
the stone has been tamped into 
place, fill in around the edges with 
loam. 


Grass seed should be immediately 


sown so that in time the stones will 
be entirely surrounded by lawn. 


Today the high narrow windows are 
a sign that the building was con- 
structed years ago. 


The white painted tiim set* off 


the windows through contrast with 
ihe stained shingles that are used 
as siding. 


Upstairs over thn front porch the 


old narrow window has been super- 
seded by an opening filled with two 
sash. This arrangement allows an

»he bedroom fitted snugly 


under the rafters. 


Shingle Siding Is Effective. 


This building illustrates the effec- 


tiveness of shingles as siding, for 
here the rich tones of the stained 
shingles give the dwelling a com- 
fortable, homey atmosphere.

Carnival In History of A. A. U.

A field of 350 athletes, the cream of the crop of Ameri- 


can track men, is virtually assured for the national A. A. U- 
track and field championships to be held at the University of 
Nebraska Memorial stadium, July 3 and' 4. 


The estimated attendance of competitors made by H. D- 


Gish, director of athletics at the University, who is in charge 
of receiving entries for the games, forecasts that the cham- 
pionships at-Lincoln will top the field here four years ago 
by at least 100 athletes and be surpassed in number of title 
contenders possibly by only those meets which constiute try- 
outs for the American Olympic teams. 


Back Seat to None 


In, caliber of competition the 1931 
championships will take a back seat 
to no meet ih A. A. U. history. Ac- 
tual entry or assurance of competi- 
tion has been received from nearly 
every athlete of championship cali- 
ber in America and within two 
weeks the University of Nebraska 
Memorial stadium will house one of 
the greatest collections of athletic 
stars in the history of American 
tiack. 


The unusually large entry list m 


the 1931 meet and the fact that 
practically every leader m all events 
will be on hand to bid for national 
titles is due to a number of factors. 


Pre-OIympie Year. 


Among those contributing to the 


success of the Lincoln meet is the 
fact it is a pre-Olympic year, with 
the old-timers wanting to test their 
.'kill and the youngsters anxious to 
bid for recognition as Olympic can- 
didates. Then again, there is now a 
closer laiason between the Amateur 
Athletic Union and the intercolleg- 
iate association, a factor which has 
entered materially into bringing 
nearly every outstanding university 
athlete to the national carnival. 


A survey of entries on file in the 


office of Director Gish shows com- 
petitors from every section of the 
country. While the battle for indi- 
vidual honors will find a healthv 
spnrVJing of universities in the 
thick of the fight, the struggle foi 
team sprremacy. as usual, will find 
Los Angeles. New York. San Fran- 
cisco, Boston and Chicago clubs set- 
ting the pace.

Won 96 Victories 


In Five Years.

If his mates gave him 
a lead of a couple of runs, he be- 
lieved in allowing rival batsmen to 
hit the ball and let the Cincinnati 
outfielders do the work 


Pete shped from the peak, in the 


opinion of many observers, because 
he overworked himself in the .1926 
campaign when the Reds were mak- 
ing a desperate fight for the pen- 
nant. With only 10 days of the race 
remaining, the Reds came to New 
York in first place a few jumps 
ahead of the St. Louis Cardinals, 
who finally won the flag 


Donohue turned a masterpiece in 


the first of the three-game series 
with the Giants, holding the Mc- 
Grawmen to three hits. In his zeal 
to help the Reds win the flag-, he 
did not complain when called upon 
to do relief pitching in the third 
game

Middlewestern track 
fans, who 


got a huge kick out of the heel 
and toe boys in the three-mile walk 
during the 1927 national A. A. U 
games in Lincoln, should get a big 
wallop out 
of the 
steeplechase, 


which is included on the Friday 
afternoon and Saturday card of the 
1931 
championships. 


While the 
walkers will again 


strut their stuff at Memorial sta- 
dium, July 3 and 4, the steeple- 
chasers bid to contest the right 
of the hoofers to monopolize all the 
merriment. 


The steeplechase athletes run a 


two-mile distance and rules of the 
A. A. U. require that they clear 
five hurdles every quarter mile, 
four of the barriers on each lap 
being wooden hurdles of three feet 
m height while the fifth jump is 
a hurdle plus a water pit. 
Total of 32 Hurdles. 
This means that in the eight 
trips around the course the steeple- 
chasers must 
leap 
32 hurdles, 


eight of the barriers being followed 
by a water jump. 
The water jump in the steeple- 
chase is a pit 12 feec square, with 
the water two feet 
deep at 
the 
hurdle end and graduating up to 
the surface at the far end. The 
water hazard will be constructed at 
the south end of the stadium, the 
runners journeying over the cin- 
ders, except for a brief detour to 
take in the water tnp. 
A majority of the athletes have 


little trouble making the leap clear 
of the water in the early moments 
of the two-mile steeplechase. How- 
ever, as the race wears along the 
matter of negotiating 
the 
water 
hazard becomes more tedious and 
the athletes are satisfied to merely 
clear the hurdle and take the dip 
and splash on their way.

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Stribling Ready "Cash In" On What He Knows 


Qeorgia Boy Qrown Up 
Now Into Fighting Man 
With Dangerous Punch 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 


Young Stribiing has had about as colorful a career as any 


fighter in the ring today. In the first place, he was bred to be 
a fighter. You can't beat that for an early start. Years ago, 
when Jim Jeffries was world's heavyweight champion. Big 
Jim was the idol of the sport world. He was a handsome figure 
of a champion, with his great shoulders and iron muscles and 
his wavy mass of curly black hair. The destined parents, of 
Willie Stribling knew Jeffries and admired him, like the rest 
of the world, and when Willie was in prospect, so his mother 
says, her ambition was to be the mother of another champion 
like Jim Jeffries. 


Took to Boxing When * Boy. 


Willie grew i<p with that idea in 


Ins mind—to be like Jeffries. His 
parents were circus people—trapeze 
stars, acrobats, trained athletes. 
AVillie and his brother put on a 
small boy boxing show in the circus. 
When Willie grew big enough, which 
was at the age of 15, he tried light- 
ing professionally, and he started 
\vith a. couple of one-round knock- 
outs. Like most beginners, his am- 
bition was to sock. As he grew more 
skillful, he changed that a little. 
Strib's first hit big enough to be 


published in papers outside his 
home town was when he fought 
Mike McTlgue, world's light-heavy- 
weight champion, in Columbia, Ga. 
Mike brought his own referee, so 
he didn't lose the decision. It was 
a 10-round draw, officially. 


Lost Decision to Berlenbach. 
Stribling traveled then and was 


soon meeting the best men of his 
weight in the country. Everybody 
predicted that he'd be the heavy- 
weight champion of the world as 
soon as he grew up. Paul Berlen- 
bach, hard slugging light-heavy- 
weight title holder, put a tempo- 
rary crimp in the program by beat- 
ing Stnblmg easily in 15 rounds- 
decision, 
ago. 
But that was five years 


Now Stribling has grown up, and 
he is fighting Schmeling, the Ger- 
man title holder, for the heavy- 
weight championship of the world. 
Stribling is twenty-six. He has been 
fighting 11 years or thereabouts. In 
that time, being gifted with more 
intelligence than is usually found in 
a fighter, he has learned just about 
all there is to learn of fighting. As 
far as his physical assets will per- 
mit, he is ready to fulfill 
his 
mother's early ambition. 


Possesses Plenty Punch. 


Young Stribling isn't a giant. A 


pound or two over one-ninety is his 
best weight, and that is a lot more 
than he weighed a, couple of years 
ago. He would hardly have a 
chance with Jim Jeffries if the old- 
time Jeff was on the fighting map. 
Jeff knew how to box, too, and lie 
weighed 220 pounds in fighting trim. 
But, at that, Stribling has de- 
veloped a punch that can put most 
of the big men down very neatly 
when he lands it right. He whipped 
tall PhEt Scott of England without 
as much as losing the part in his 
hair. 


When Camera was coming into 


fame as a man mountain and the 
English public thought the Ambling 
Alp a world-beater. Young Strib- 
lin^ ,who is bold and venturesome 
when in the mood, rushed over to 
fight him. Strib weighed a bit over 


180. Camera a hundred pounds or 
more! 


Knocked Camera Down. 


Stribling knocked the giant flat 
a couple of times, but didn't keep 
him there. Camera jumped up and 
charged around the ring and the 
affair ended in a mixup, Stribling 
holding arid wrestling and losing 
the decision on a foul. They en- 
force the rules to the letter in Eng- 
land. 
Strib and Primo fought again in 


Paris-a couple of weeks later. Again 
Stribling flattened Camera, hard. 
So hard this time that Camera, up 
again, was so dazed that he took a 
wallop at Stribling after the bell at 
the end of the round and lost the 
decision, also on a foul. 


Close Decision to Sailor. 


Stribling 
fought 
Sharkey 
two 


years ago in Miami. It was claimed 
that he had neuritis in one shoul- 
der, 
but went through anyway. 


Sharkey took a close decision. But 
Sharkey showed a great respect for 
Strib's right hand, and held and 
fussed around and took no chances 
that he could avoid. Strib shook 
him up early in the fight. Once was 
enough. 


And why not? 
Sharkey is a 
cautious fighter himself and he 
knew all about Strib's K. O. record. 
Over a hundred men have kissed 
the canvas after stepping into the 
ring with Young Stribling. Not all 
good fighters—some dubs and some 
mugs and some saps and 
some 
glass-jawed veterans, but a lot of 
tough lads, too. 


Versatile Performer. 


Young Stribling is a unique per- 


former in the ring. He knocks out 
the big tough eggs, and he outpoints 
the clever ones. lie outpoints fel- 
lows like Tommy Loughran, Jimmy 
Slattery'and Maxey Rosenbloom. He 
knocks out the Von Porats, Phil 
Scotts and second-stringers of that 
sort. He outpoints dangerous mix- 
ers like Tuffy Griffith. That is, he 
has been doing it lately. 


A year or two ago, he was knock- 
ing out all comers, when possible, 
to swell his knockout record to a 
hundred—a mark he passed, some 
time ago. The only threat to Strib- 
ling's kayo record was Camera. And 
Strib's record wasn't like Camera's 
at that. Strib occasionally raided 
an old folks' home to find an addi- 
tion to the ka.yo list, but so far as 
we've heard he didn't furnish any- 
body with a diving suit to wear 
under the ring rags. 


Dangerous Hitter. 
With all his varied ring experi- 
ence, Stribling should be, and is. a 
clever boxer and a dangerous hit- 
ter. He knows more about the tricks

Good Qolf. 


BY CHESTER HORTON, 
"Golf's Greatest Teacher." 


It should be understood that the 
oblique plane of the golf swing is 
not arbitrarily fixed by any sup- 
posed super-stylist in golf. The tilt 
of this plane line, as shown in the 
sketch, is merely good golfing prac- 
tice. You fix your own plane of ac- 
tion to suit your individual style 


and comfort. The line as shown 
in the sketch is not one whi€h you 
need make yourself fit at all. Your 
own swing might find your hands 
and the club slightly forward of 
this line, at the top, as pictured. 
This would be mechanically O. K. 
You could make fine shots with 
that action, especially if vou kept 
your right leg stiffened "so that 
your body, shoulders, arms hands 
and the club worked continuously 
in that plane. To be "on the plane 
line" would be what we might call 
more orthodox, but not essential. 
You "Will do well to fashion your 
swing to a working knowledge of 
this plane line—and the picture of 
it alongside pretty nearly tells the 
whole story.

T'was Bobby Jones who said, it but 'twas Tommy Ar- 


mour, plus Jose Jurado, who proved it. Bobby spoke like this: 


The toughest position for a golfer in an open champion- 


ship is to be out in front as the time arrives for the last 
round. It's a great mental strain. You're champion—If. You 
can't help thinking about that -If. You get nervous about it. 
Every time you play a shot poorly or take an extra one or 
two on a hole, you figure you're blowing up—that others are 
catching up and that defeat is almost certain." 


When the lads started operations 


on the final eighteen of the recent 
British open, Jose Jurado, crack 
linkist from the Argentine, was out 
in front with 220. He had a three- 
stroke lead over MacDonald Smith 
of the U. S. A. and Arthur Havers 
of England. He led the others by 
anything from four strokes to 20. 


Jurado had. averaged 731-3 in 


the three previous rounds. He had 
been playing amazingly consistent 
golf. A 73, 74 or a 75 on the last 
nine and it was 10,000 to one he 
could win. But Jurado "blew up" 
like a typhoon in the China sea 
and turned in 77 on the final 18.

'Current Developments in Amer- 


ican College Sport," brought out by 
the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, it is 
charged that the sports pages are 
partly responsible for the over- 
emphasis and some of the other 
evils which menace intercollegiate 
football. There is nothing particu- 
larly new in tha arraignment. 


When the Association of Ameri- 


can College Professors first started 
the cry that intercollegiate football 
was highly overemphasized, the de- 
fense immediately was that the 
newspapers did it. The newspapers 
did it because few colleges in the 
country are without a public rela- 
tions counsel and a press bureau, 
pleading for notice for their foot- 
ball team. Also every old grad who 
carries red blood in his veins and 
a flask on his hip to the big game 
feels that his college team could 
not be emphasized enough. 


The colleges themselves pleaded 


for the overemphasis and still are 
pleading for it. some less vocifer- 
ously than others. But some of 
them are quite as anxious for bally- 
hoo as the promoter of any pro- 
fessional team. 
I 


N a gentle way, the authors of 
the Foundation's latest brochure, 


Dr. Howard J. Savage. John T. 
McGovern and Harold Bentley in- 
dicate the attitude which sholild be 
taken by the sports pages toward 
intercollegiate 
sport. They 
show 


haw there might be less emphasis 
in the same amount ~f. space but 
just who would be interested in 
the kind of sports pages of the 
sort indicated is hard to say. 


The 
authors 
of the brochure 


criticize—perhaps justly—the styles 
of various sports writers. Particu- 
larly they deplore the use of such 
terms 
as "Fighting Irish'1 and 


"Roaring Tigers.' 


All of the college football teams, 


with the possible exception of Har- 
vard, have accepted nicknames. I 
do not believe that these nicknames 
have been foisted upon them by 
the sports writers. On the contrary. 
I believe that r.early all of them 
were invented by the colleges.

Adjustment to Valves 


Valves should not be adjusted too 
close after a valve grinding job. 
It is much better to set valves so 
they are noisy for the first

pense by'better performance. 


A "Shaky" Engine. 


Cars that shake when driven at 
a speed in excess of 25 miles per 
hour should have the compression 
In each cylinder tested to see if 
there is any sign of weakness. Se- 
rious vibration is often set up when 
one or more cvlinders show loss of 
power. A defective ignition system 
will also cause the engine to shake 
badly 
Sometimes this condition is 


due to the engine supports working 
oose. 
Front wheels, too, by de- 


veloping a wabble, will cause the 
car to shake. 


Replacement of Fuses. 


A fuse is the watchdog of the 
wiring system of a car. It protects 
the wiring against a flow of cur- 
rent too large for the safe capacity 
of the wires. The blowing of a fuse 
is a signal that the wires were 
overloaded. 
Fuses vary in sizes, 
depending on the size of wires in 
the protected circuit. Replacing the 
'use with a larger one does not in- 
crease the capacity of the wires and 
only endangers the system, inviting 
"ailure of the wires and possible 
fire. The remedy consists in locating 
a possible short circuit caused by 
worn wires or removing some of 
the appliances on that particular 
circuit. -Replacement of fuses, ne- 
:ore remedying the cause of iailure 
is useless. 


Test for the Battery.

once; if brakes squeak, take them 
to a mechanic for adjustment; see 
that the car is greased as often as 
needed: if the engine shows a ten- 
dency to backfire give it attention;

Yellow-Billed 


Cuckoo

Among the first things that the 


Bible tells us about - dam is that 
he gave names to all the animr.ls 
of the field and the birds of the 
air. We may wonder v/hat he named 
the birds and if they had a mean- 
ing anything like what our names 
for them have. So many of our 
names tell something about the 
bird, as red-headed 
woodpecker, 
red-winged 
blackbird and many 


more. 
The name yellow-billed cuckoo 
was given to this bird because there 
is a black-billed cuckoo too, ana 
the name tells a difference between 
the two birds. 'jChe lower part of 
the long, slightly curved bill of the 
yellcw-billed cuckoo is yelow and 
the other one has a whoe back bill. 


The birds look and act so much 
alike that it takes a good look to 
tell which one we are looking at. 
The name rain crow is given to 
both birds. Their calls may be 
heard more often when the weather 
is cloudy and there are signs of 
rain, or after a rain, so people say 
they tell that it is going to rain 
and call them rain crows. When 
you look at this bird you will won- 
der why they- said crow and you 
will decide that they did not take 
time to find Uie bird and look at 
it to see what it looked like for 
there is nothine whatever about it 
that looks like a crow. Those who 
say rain dove, as a few call it. come 
nearer to what sou would think it 
should be called. 
Cuckoo is tiie name of a family 
of birds. Across the ocean in Eng- 
land there is a cuckoo that never 
makes a nest for its own eggs but 
puts them in the nests of -ther 
birds and lets the other bird take 
care of its young ones. That is a 
verv mean way of doing. The cow- 
bird, which is no cuckoo but be- 
longs to the blackbird family, docs 
the same thing Irere and we do noi, 
like a bird "that --.poses upon 
others in that way. 
Both cuckoos are about robin 


<TZC but longer. They are sJian. lone 
and dove "like. Their backs arc 
brownish pray with a little green- 
ish or olive tinge, very silky, or 
bet1<r still let us say satiny. The 
underparts are a grayish or ashy 
while.

will not. The cuckoo clock is a 
Swiss clock and this bird is an 
American bad.

Usually it will be only a purl of 
this and the last notes may sound 
like "saw. caw, caw, caw."

This song, if we may call it that, 
is not reallv musical. Yet if you 
nre mteicsted in birds jou 
will 


find that you are glad to hear it 
It becms slowly, then faster until 
the notes seem to run together. 


These are among our least known 


birds because they slip so quietly 
among the branches of the 
ti<?es 


and shrubbery. They are seldom 
seen outside of *' e shade of the 
leaves and their Quaker coats and 
feathers do not show off among 
the shadows. The\ lly swiftb- and 
without a noise, ne'er farther than 
from tree to tree, seeming to feel 
safer when among the thick foliage. 


The yellow-billed cuckoo is said 


to be worth a number of some 
other kinds. Especially the farmer 
and fruit glower owe it much, and 
those who walk along the streets 
of a city, where there are trees, 
owe it some thanks for no one 
knows how much less shade might 
be there if these birds did not 
come along so quietly and take as 
food the caterpillars that eat the 
leaves. 


The cuckoos are among the few 


birds that destioy the hauy cater- 
pillars. They mav only suck out the 
juicy parts of the most spiny and 


I hairy ones, and it is to be hoped 
' thev do for we don't like to think 
that they swallow the larva of the 
lo moth and the spiny catei pillar 
found 
on elm trees 
They" are 


Known to eat these and the ugly 
ones that strip the walnut trees of 
leaves. One -was seen on the giound 
with one of these caterpillars in 
its bill. It kept pounding it on the 
ground either to kill it or to rub 
off some of the hairs. 


They seem to tmnk'it is fun to 
tear up the webbv nests of the tent 
caterpillar and the fall web worm. 
August seems to be this bird's 
month. Then it feels the happiesc 
because caterpillar., are the most 
plentiful. It has to eat grasshoppers 
and other insects before it can 
find enough catei pillars, and then 
in the fall before it leaves it eats 
some berries It seems to like mul- 
berries. Maybe because they are 
shaped like caterpillars. 


No kind of caterpillar is safe 


when the cuckoo is around. Where 
caterpillars are plentiful cuckoos 
are around and heard and there 
they stay as long as the food lasts. 
Maybe we should be glad if the 


cuckoo docs not come nround for 
thru wo may feol ptrtl\ sure that 
ciitciplllnis me scnice.

the bottom. As a rodman you spend 
the days doing what you are told." 
The days were ten or twelve hours 
long The rodman set stakes for the 
center line of the road, for the 
height of the fill in low places, to 
indicate the depth of the cut 
in 
mountainous foothills, to show the 
site for the bridge piling. The grad- 
ers followed the rodman, and when 
they were done, the 
track laying 
gang arrived, which, meant addi- 
tional stakes for grade lines. The 
ballasting crew, with its loads of 
gravel and crushed reck succeeded 
the track men. with leveling and 
straightening of the ballast as a 
closing part of the construction pro- 
gram. 
Following two or three months as 
a rodman. Mr. King was transferred 
to the bridge and building depart- 
ment as resident engineer in

and the walls. 
"Oh. there were all sorts of dif-« 
ficulties. Washouts, snow 
storms, 
rain storms. 
"That first winter In Montana, 
I lived m a tent, with the temper- 
ature rangine from 20 to 30 degrees 
below 7.cro. We used the tent as an 
office in the day time, so it had a, 
floor and we drew the tent 
flap 
over a. wooden dcor. which served. 
fairly well to keep the wind out We 
kept a pail of water on the stovp. 
and in the morning it would be 
frozxii four or fne inches deep. The 
tent was banked with dirt on the 
outside, but I've enjoyed warmer 
winters than that 
"That construction formed thft 
background for interesting years. 
tboush, vears that are still fascin- 
ating. They were strenuous, filled, 
filled with hardship, but memory 
soft-ens 
those recollections, 
and 
leaves only remembrances of the- 
romance o"f railroad building in a, 
pioneer countnr. 
"I met engineers from colleges 
scattered between New England and 
California, and dozens of Tme en-

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MIRAGE FLATS DREAMS OF IRRIGATION 
DAUGHTER OF NEBRASKA SANDHILL PIONEER RECOUNTS TRAGIC FATE OF WATER DEVELOPMENT TRIED IN SHERIDAN COUNTY IN '90s

"We've reached the land of 


drouth and heat, 


Where nothing grows for man 


to eat. 


For winds that blow with 


burning heat 


Nebraska land is hard to 


beat." 
1HUS sang the early 


settlers in the remoter 


counties of 1890. The drouth 
continued. The song died. By 
1895 either the singer had 
treked back to his wife's folks 
in Indiany or he was busy 
with schemes to bring water 
to his baking soil. Often the 
irrigation plans were small,— 
a windmill or two and some 
ditches. But usually there is 
nothing of the piker in the pi- 
oneer in any land. Perhaps be- 
cause he has faced long dis- 
tances and big obstacles he 
thinks in large figures; per- 
haps because he is almost in- 
variably young. Whatever "the 
reason, there was something 
magnificent about the dream 
of an irrigation project 250 
miles long to water the en- 
tire region between Dunlap in 
Dawes and, O'Neill in Holt 
county, through the heart of 
the sand hills, still a desert to 
the easterner. And all from 
the shallow, limpid waters of 
the Niobrara! Only a con- 
gressman a strong political 
machine behind him would 
dare plan On such a Scale. 
Only a congressman or a pen- 
niless pioneer. 


Originally the plan was fairly 


modest. Water was to be brought 
to the black soil of Mirage Flats, 
in Sheridan county. The surface 
of the flats is level as a. floor, 
veiled in bluish haze, with frequent 
mirages, illusionary lakes shimmer- 
ing in the heat dance of August 
noons. Most of the earliest home- 
seekers settled here. But after three 
or four years of drouth, the hard 
land farmer found that his crops 
.suffered more from lack of rain 
than those of the settler south of 
the Niobrara because there the soil 
was' sandy and did not bake or 
crack. Eventually the hard land 
farmer starved out or into the 
ranks of the irrigation boosters. 


Incorporate Irrigation Company. 
The Mirage irrigation ditch was 


one of the results. 
A preliminary meeting was called 


in the Zogg schoolhouse in 1894. 
January 33, 1895, the Mirage Irri- 
gation 
company was organized, 
with a capital 
s'ock of 50,000 


shares at S100 each. When $30,000 
was subscribed, the work began. 
The Niobrara , river was tapped 
near Dunlap, Dawes county. The 
head gates were on section 29-29- 
48. The two reservoirs were planned 
for Sheridan county, one on section 
10-29-46, the other on section 6- 
29-45. The planned length of the 
canal seems to have varied, de- 
pending upon the relative location 
of the planner's homestead, any- 
•vhere from 22 miles up, as the 
r;rst 12 miles were through un-

$100.000. with 21 miles of ditch and 
a 
possible 5,000 acres irrigable. 


Never more than 500 acres were 
actually reached by the water. 
Possibilities Unlimited. 


Such arc the reports of the slat* 


engineer. But it seems to me that. 
h&d conditions remained as they 
were in 1894-5, the canal would not 
only have been kept up but ex- 
tended. Either that or the land 
would have been depopulated. But 
the rains came; drouth-resisting 
crops were developed, with better 
machinery and better methods 01 
farming. Today Mirage flats is a 
very productive region, despite tne 
lack of irrigation. What might be 
done there with water? Perhaps 
the time will come, with the great- 
er resources, better engineering la- 
cilitics, better materials and Plater 
power, when the plans that is, the 
earlier plans for irrigation 01 me 
flats, will be realized. But few peo- 
ple who have seen the gash tne 
Snake cute through the sand Mis 
would suggest its bed as an irriga- 
tion ditch It might take owwUer- 
able power to raise the water -to 
the general surface level And, only 
an Amazon or at least a Mlsslssip- 
pi river could soak the porous land 
Between Dunlap and OHel! . But for 
Mirage flats? That is so temptuwW 
level There's no telling what can 
and will be done there.

for I was only a cub engineer. I 
got a lot of good experience. 
When he had completed his part 


of the St. Paul pass tunnelling Mr. 
King became assistant engineer on 
the bridge and building work, sup- 
ervising bridge construction 
ana 


taper from 22 feet, bottom width, 
at Dunlap to 16 feet at the twelfth 
mile. 
The' project was easier to talk 
about than to plan. Apparently 
only about one foot of drop per 
mile could be managed at the best. 
Two flumes would'be required, one 
to -cross Pepper creek, which flows 
into the Niobrara, and Sand canyon, 
approximately- 1,000- feet each. But 
several private projects along the 
river were so successful that, even 
though the first enthusiasm wore 
off when the real problems became 
evident, the settlers were not dis- 
heartened. An ncouraging sight was 
the property of the Peters and Wil- 
liams company, commonly known 
as the Herman Peters ranch. Here 
200 acres of rich land were under 
irrigation by private ditch, drawing 
water through a nine mile canal dug 
and maintained in company with 
Brown and Waterman. One look at 
the evident prosperity here turned 
many a skeptic into an irrigation 
booster. 


Speculate On Irrigation. 


Irrigation talk creeps in every- 


where in dry years. Projects of all 
kinds were being discussed, planned, 
begun in. western Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, and Colorado. Editorial writers 
in the Omaha and Lincoln papers 
advocated various schemes. A fann- 
er near Lincoln was reported to 
have raised 3,000 bushels of onions 
on three acres of land irrigated 
with a windmill. "What would a 
good supplv of water do? 
In September 1895 there "was a 


grand opening of the ditch at Pep- 
per creek, with appropriate speak- 
ers, ceremony, and food. About 450 
people attended, a good crowd for 
a drouth-deleted pioneer country. 


irrigable land. .The ditch was to' Westover and Weston, two local 


spellbinders of that day were 'ad- 
vertised to speak- and failed to 
come. But D. F. Van Vleck of 
Rushville spoke impromptu, fol- 
lowed by many short talks. Still 20 
miles of ditch was to be dug buf 
everyone was happy and well fed 
for the day, at least. The Rush- 
ville • Democrat, November, 1895, 
said: ."It is expected that the ditch 
will be in full operation, for next 
summer's crop and all the farmers 
living along the ditch and owning 
water rights will, in a few years, 
be termed 
aristocrats 
or pluto- 
crats." 


Money Problem Arises. 


Enthusiasm flared up that,win- 
ter like fire in dry grass. There 
was little snow, but why worry? 
Irrigation would do the trick. The 
water would come. There were 90,- 
000 acres of land, 60,000 of that 
very flat, within reach of the ditch. 
The area would be divided into 3 
or 4 mile tracts 25 to 30 miles 
long, with a main ditch down the 
center of each tract. The only pos- 
sible hitch, the Rushvilje Standard, 
not given to extravagancies, point- 
ed out, could be lack of funds. The 
Mirage Irrigation company would 
probably manage to get the money. 
Six miles was done, with 28 miles 
left to dig. Some of this was partly 
excavated, all at $15,000. The flow 
of water at the head gates was 500 
barrels per -minute. One and one- 
half hour flow at the dam lowered 
the pond only six inches. There 
would be-plenty of water. The only 
catch might be lack of money. 


The Rushville Democrat, May 8, 


1896, 
reports that Fairfield, the 


engineer of the ditch, extended the 
Bray branch of irrigation canal 
two miles farther the past week. 
Thirty-five miles 
of 
ditch was 'water. 


planned by that time, in two 
branches. The Bray reservoir was 
to hold 27,393,666 cubic feet of 
water on 106 acres. The second 
reservoir was to hold 3,515,651 cubic 
feet of water. The lumber for the' 
first flume was on the ground, the 
second flume lumber to be hauled 
from Pine Ridge soon. 


The Big Dream. 


Pioneers, as I have indicated, are 


often young people, with faith in 
their land and in their power over 
it. Prom the" original twenty-odd 
mile plan, the dream grew to a 
35 mile ditch in the minds of the 
less practical, and then, according 
to the Standard, Sept. 27, 1895, to 
a 250 mile ditch to run from Mirage 
flats to Rushville, east across the 
Niobrara." through Cherry, Brown, 
and Rock counties to the north- 
eastern corner of Holt county. The 
Niobrara water was to be taken 30 
miles to the Snake river, whose 
bed was to be used as a ditch for 
45 miles. From there a sandhill 
canal was to carry the water to a 
reservoir in Cherry county, seven 
miles long, covering 13,700 acres, 
with a capacity of 411,000 acre feet. 
The ditch from there was to fol- 
low the divide between the Elkhorn 
and the Niobrara to Long Pine, 
through Bassett, to O"Neil. The cost 
was estimated at $1,500,000, $100,000 
for the reservoir and $20,000 for 
the head gates. A grand, a mag- 
nificent dream. 
Nor was it entirely local in ap- 
proval. In November, 1894, almost 
a year earlier, in discussing the 
possibilities of northwest Nebraska 
irrigation, one of the state news- 
papers said, "The lake and marsh

did the postoffice department buy 
any trucks for this purpose.

Ever since. 1916, Mallalteu has 


had charge" of the 
government- 


owned and operated truck service 
and has seen the service extended 
from 206 trucks in eight cities to 
more than 8,000 trucks in 1.200 
cities. The service also maintains 
30 centrally located plants for re- 
building trucks as they wear out in 
the service. 
This has been a great satisfaction 


to Mallalieu because the department 
has seen a reduction of from 87 
cents to approximately 46 cents for 
an hour of service during the last 
10 years, despite substantial in- 
creases in salaries to employes.

Armored trucks for transporting 
valuable mail are included in tee 
vehicular service coming under Mal- 
lalieu's supervision. But bow rainy

Dark Days. 


Yes, those were dark days. The 


local bank closed its doors. Ten or 
a dozen sheriff sale notices in each 
issue of the weekly papers remind- 
ed the homesteader of his possible 
and quite probably fate. I have 
often heard Jules Sandoz, whose 
faith in northwestern Nebraska was 
notoriously unshakable, recall, dur- 
ing, say a particularly comforting 
downpour of rain, that he planted 
nine bushels of potatoes in May 
1895 and harvested only seven. The 
state relief commission apportioned 
$500 from the 3200,000 appropriated 
sy the legislature for needy coun- 
i-ies, to Sheridan, a hard blow to 
;he proud people of that county. 
Even so, they had not much to be' 
ashamed of. Ouster county, larger, 
but much farther east, outside of 
the "desert" belt, was apportioned 
$15,750 by the commission. H. F. 
Wasmund of Rushville, stated the 
situation tersely in a letter to the 
Standard, admitting that it was 
irrigate or emigrate unless the 
drouth broke, and soon. His fellow 
townsmen shot the heavens .with 
powder, trying to bring down some 
of the water in the huge piled 
thunderheads that gathered almost 
every summer noon, only to dry up 
and blow away. No water, only a1 
stench and a haze of black, powder. 
In the spring of 1896 no one ex- 


pected farmers to make the raise 
of seed. Somehow they got it. Little 
land was left unseeded. Pioneers 
must not only be energetic and 
optimistic, they must be uncurably 
so. Many people, out of all possible 
reach of the ditch, even though it 
were extended east to ©"Neil, be- 
gan to ponder artesian, wells. In 
1890, 
South Dakota 
appropriated 


$22,000 for artesian well irrigation. 
A private well at Huron seemed to 
have tapped an inexhaustible un- 
derground reservoir.- There were 
several flowing wells, not unreason- 
ably deep, in Cherry county. Why 
not in Sheridan? A committee was 
appointed in Rushville, including 
the late District Judge Westover 
and other prominent citizens, to 
draft and circulate a petiion ask- 
ing for a special law providing for 
the sinking 61 experimental artesian 
wells. In Grant precinct, an artes- 
ian well company was formed and 
financed. They were prepared to 
go 2^00 feet if necessary. Irriga- 
tion had become a national topic, 
of conversation. Editorial writers 
dipped their pens in ink and wrote 
of water. Speakers were sent out 
by the state irrigation association. 
Mr. Fort talked for one and one- 
half hours to a group of feaunt and 
sunburned men at Rushville on 
windmill, artesian well, and ditch 
irrigation. They listened with pond- 
erous seriousness. In the meantime 
Chairman Ludden of the state re- 
lief comission made a special trip 
to Gordon and Clinton to care for 
the destitute. 
The Water Comes. 


On June 32. 1896. a huge rain 


washed away part of the dam of 
the company, but assuring the 
whole country a bountiful crop. It 
was difficult to be properly dis- 
turbed over the local calamity, 
particularly if you didn't happen 
to have money invested. 
About this time, S. E. Sturgeon, 
a vigorous, tactful, and scrupulous- 
ly honest young man of the flats 
•was made secretary of the Mlrase 
Irrigation company. Once more the 
people hitched up their teams and 
•went to work.~By 1897 the 


of excavating remained before the< 
water could be applied to the land. 
Not, of course, to the entire region 
to Holt county, but to a hundred 
acres or so. 
Lower Flats People Protest. 
Jules Tissot, postmaster at Mir- 


age, went to Colorado to study the 
projects there. The" Standard pub- 
lished letters 
of encouragement 


from people in irrigated regions. A 
share assessment was made and in. 
the spring of 1899 the ditch was to 
be finished, at least as far as 
originally planned. By 1900 loud 
protestations arose. It seems only 
the people on the upper flats got 
water from the Mirage ditch. The 
people on the lower flats insisted 
that they, too, had invested and 
worked. Where was their water? As 
irrigation 
propaganda spread, a 


loud howl went up from eastern 
papers against 
threatened 
raids 
upon the federal coffers for mam- 
moth irrigation projects in western 
Kansas and Nebraska. 
And in 1903 the flume across 


Pepper creek collapsed and was not 
rebuilt. The dream, at least for a 
time, was broken. 


Why did the Mirage Irrigation 


project fail? In the report of the 
state engineer of Nebraska, 1913-14, 
three reasons are, given. The Mir- 
age canal was constructed in a 
loose, sandy soil,- with high seepage, 
which reduced the 18 second feet 
at the head gates to only 4 second 
feet at the fourteenth mile. If op- 
erated over a long period the por- 
ous soil might have become muck- 
filled the seepage become less. The 
canal was planned to have a grade 
of one foot per mile, but errors in 
the engineering reduced the grade 
to practically nothing. No one per- 
son seems to have been to blame 
for that, but the lazy flow increased 
the 
seepage 
disastrously. Then, 


despite the 
seemingly unlimited 


water supply, the Niobrara is never 
a large stream and it gets rather 
small in July 'and August. The to- 
tal cost of the canal is placed at 


* 
numbering between 600 and 700 men 
scattered over 400 mUes of territory, 
under his direction. The entire pro- 
ject involved 1.500 milesoi : track 
with a construction program that

Never Lost A Bridge. 


"In spite of floods and fire, we 


never lost a bridge, but we've worked 
night and day to save some 
from

"At one time, a terrific forest fire 


swept through -the St.- Joe valley, 
and though it didn't involve my 
part of the road, 
they borrowed 


some of my crews for the recon- 
struction necessary- 1 took them up, 
but, once there, found myself cut 
off from returning, and I spent a 
week without removing my clotnes 
and sleeping in stray box cars or 
any place I could find. 
"We didn't have steep grades to

fifty years of scorching heat and bitter cold In Ne- 
braska, paid us a visit Friday afternoon.

At that early hour he 
saw farmers in their fields, busy cultivating corn in a 
savage battle with weeds which had 
temporarily 


gained the upper hand because of wet weather. There 
was not a minute of precious daylight to be wasted, 
if the fields which covered hundreds of acres of rich 
land were to be conquered before another rain or- 
dered a temporary halt. 


"What an optimist," he said to us, "the farmer is. 


Here he is up before daybreak and out in his fields, 
braving a blazing sun at noon day, with the perspira- 
tion pouring from him, to raise a bumper crop which 
may bring him the lowest prices paid for grain in 
nearly-'orty years. There are not many of those liv- 
iiiZ in the cities who can look upon life as hopefully 
as these thousands of men and women who live on 
the farm. I am afraid that our city cousin would be 
grumbling and complaining, instead of bending every 
energy to do the thing which may mean that he will 
receive less for his labor." 


There is more than a grain of truth In all that he 


said. Year after year the farmer has taken his lick- 
ing in the matter of prices and yet each spring, 
when the rural regions are sweet with the smell of 
warm earth and growing things, he is in his field 
twelve, fourteen, and sixteen hours each day' in the 
effort to swell the stores held in his granaries at this 
time.

provide him with a symphony which can not be 
matched by any other music. His chest swells with 
pride as he surveys his handiwork. He is his own 
master and through his own efforts he is producing 
food to appease the hunger of hundreds who live in 
the cities. 
» 


So it is with a thrill of happiness thai he takes 


to the field these gorgeously brilliant June mornings. 
The air has the tang of rare wine. In the trees birds 
sing joyously to greet the new day. All about him 
and around him there Is life and growth. It is an 
atmosphere In which no one could be pessimistic and 
once it has found Its way Into the blood of a man, 
its fever will never be eliminated entirely. Only those 
who have lived on the farm, who have welcomed the 
new day before-the mists have cleared 
away, 


•who have been close to Mother Earth and 
who by nature can share her moods, will Tecog- 
nize the full significance of our old friend's obser- 


. vations. There are men and women in this state who 


have lived all of their lives on the same quarter sec- 


. lion of ground. It is a small world, and yet it has

MK. CURTIS' AMBITIONS. 


Vice President Charles Curtis is reported to have 


his eye upon the senatorial toga which he surren- 
dered In order to become Mr. Hoover's running mate. 


His distaste of submitting his candidacy for re-elec- 


tion to the vice presidency Is easy to understand. Mr. 
Curtis has never been comfortable in Washington, 
under the present administration. It is no secret that 
he and Mr. Hoover have no love for each other. Per- 
haps the vice president felt his chieftain should have 
been more warm-hearted In his support when Mr. 
Curtis' sister, Dolly Gann, was waging her 
battle 


with Princess Alice for social priority in Washington. 
At any rate, it is whispered that Mr. Hoover prefers 
his Secretary of War Hurley or young Teddy Roose- 
velt, a brother of Princess Alice, for the tail end of 
the ticket. 


There are two other birds that Mr. Curtis could 


Kill with the same stone in the event that he decided 
to seek his seat in the senate. He would be getting 
back at his traditional enemy In his own party, Hen- 
ry Allen, whom he thoroughly detests, and at the 
same time he would be retaining Kansas for the re- 
publicans. Allen was defeated by George McGill, a 
democrat of Wichita, who now occupies the seat. 
Curtis and his friends are confident they will have 
no trouble in unhorsing McGill. 


There Is only one obstacle in the path of a realiza- 


tion of the vice president's ambition to return to the 
senate. His refusal to stand for renomination would 
be magnified as a break between Mr. Hoover and 
himself. 
Even the president has 
recognized 
the 


danger of it and has been much more conciliatory in 
his attitude toward Mr. Curtis since the word got 
around Washington that there was a possibility the 
Kansan would not permit his name to go b e f o r e 
the national convention in 1932. Mr. Curtis has been 
active in public life for nearly forty years and an- 
other six years would undoubtedly find him ready 
for retirement. 


VENEZUELA'S GRAND OLD MAN. 


. With the re-election of Juan Vincente Gomez to 
the presidency of Venezuela on Friday, there is re- 
turned to the office of chief executive of that' state 
one of the most remarkable men ever produced in the 
western hemisphere. Since 1907 Gomez has been dic- 
tator of Venezuela, and this applies to the time dur- 
ing which the presidency was held by Juan Bautista 
Perez, who has just been deposed by the congress," 
Gomez being elected to 
fill 
the • unexpired term. 


Perez was elected in 1929 and the term runs until 
1936. 


Gomez is an Indian, though there is an admixture 


of Spanish blood, and in his younger years he drove 
mules over the Andes mountains. Later he acquired 
cattle, and his enemies have intimated that these 
were not in all cases come by honestly. In earlier 
days revolutions were quite as frequent in Vene-' 
zuela as in the Central American republics and when, 
in the early years of the century Cipriano Castro de- 
cided to make an attempt on the government he so- 
licited the aid of Gomez. They were successful and 
Castro became president, with Gomez vice president. 


When Castro found it necessary to go to Europe 


for a surgical operation and treatment Gomez was 
left in charge and he has been in charge ever since. 
When Castro sought to return he was not allowed to 
land in Venezuela, so he sailed back to Europe and 
remained there until he died. All of which was a 
good thing for Venezuela, for Gomez has proved a 
wise and progressive ruler. 
The constitution was 


amended whenever and however he desired and he 
was elected president as often as he desired to be. 


When Gomez decided to retire in 1929 he had the 


constitution amended to provide that there should 


a commander-in-chief, without whose approval 


the president co'uld appoint no one to office nor do 
any other important thing. Then he had 
himself 


elected commander-in-chief for a period of seven 
years. When the squeeze of the .depression, became 
too tight, however, the nominal president was forced 
to resign and Gomez was again elected. 


Venezuela has made greater advances under the 


dictatorship of Gomez than during all its previous 
history. It has built hundreds of miles of highways, 
where none 
existed 
before. It has improved the 


strains of its cattle, greatly increased the number of 
its schools and developed its natural resources to a 
remarkable extent. 


Most of South America has been shaken by revolu- 


tion within the last two years and it has only been 
through the exercise of the iron will of the old In- 
dian that Venezuela has been held steady. He is very 
old, however, and may be called hence before the 
storm Is over. 


EYE OK EAR, 


There is more than scientific interest in the answer 


to the question whether the eye or the ear exerts the 
greatest Influence upon shaping the thoughts and the 
habits of people. It goes to the heart of what is rec- 
ognized as one of the greatest contributing factors in 
developing modern business and industry. 


Bruce Barton, of the advertising agency of Batten, 


Barton, Durstine and Osborn, Inc., very forcefully re- 
vealed that fact Wednesday In an address before the 
Advertising Federation of America in New York City. 
Newspaper executives, many of •whom arc apprehen- 
sive over the effect of radio advertising on the use of 
newspapers were told by Mr. Barton that radio, tele- 
vision, and similar devices "cannot supplant the print- 
ed word because of the fundamental reasons which 
lie in human nature itself." 


Psychologists, Mr. Barton declared, have found men 


and women receive 20 per cent of their impressions 
by ear and 80 per cent travel to the brain through 
the eye. It is a conclusion which Is patent to the 
layman. From out of his own experience he will rec- 
ognize the lasting impressions In the main are those 
•which are recorded in the brain through the eye In- 
stead of the ear. What he hears, unless there is some 
particular reason why he should store it away. Is soon 
for gotten. But what he sees, particularly if It has 
his interest, is catalogued In the mind permanently. 
Even in so elemental a matter as personal safety, the 
average Individual has come to rely much more upon 
the eye than upon the ear.

In the first place I made no 


statement detrimental to the Nor- 
folk institution or to its manage- 
ment. I have, as all good citizens 
of Madison county and of the city 
of Norfolk know, been interested in 
the welfare of that institution and 
naturally 
would 
not 
voice 
any 


statements that would impair its 
maintenance or its financial suc- 
cess. I have been opposed to vot- 
ing larger sums for state institu- 
tions than were needed. 


I talked to the superintendent of 
the institution on two different 
occasions and he explained condi- 
tions to me. My ic -as of just what 
was necessary in new buildings did 
not agree wich those of the super- 
intendent. The governor had ap- 
propriated $50,000 for a new unit 
and equipment at Norfolk and the 
finance committee cut off $10,000 
and reappropriated $25,000 for two 
units, which was $15,000 more than 
the governor called for, and I sup- 
ported the committee's recommen- 
dation. 


There is no occasion for the 
citizens of Norfolk or the superin- 
tendent or doctors in charge of the 
institution to cast any reflection 
on my legislative record or my loy- 
alty to the best .' terests of our 
state institution. I have been on 
the institutions committee for two 
sessions and this record stands in- 
spection. 1 want nothing but the 
truth told in this matter.

These often run into larpc sums and 
their payment is concealed from the 
employes and the stockholders. 1 
repard this las bad practice from a 
business standpoint. 


ANSWER. 
When bank clerks, mill hands and 


employes generally, who have to 
manage as best they can on small 
salaries, receive a Christmas or New 
Year's bonus in proportion to their 
wages and length of service, I per- 
sonally think it is a commendable 
practice and one which helps to in- 
crease the efficiency and mutual 
good will of all concerned. 
But when annual bonuses paid to 


executive officers of great corpora- 
tions exceed all reasonable bounds 
in relation to the earning power of 
the recipients, they become a finan- 
cial scandal. Consider for example, 
one president of a corporation 
whose bonus annually averaged for 
a number of years $1,700,000, while 
several of his subordinates received 
amounts ranging from $125,000 to 
$250,000. Such rank disparity and 
extravagance 
disgusts the 
com- 


munity, wrecks public confidence in 
the management of large corpora- 
tions guilty of this policy, and does 
more to promote communistic ideas 
than all the soapbox oratory of 
Marxian agitators in -America. 


A stockholder whose company is 


being mulcted in such a fashion 
should take the directors and offi- 
cers into court for an impartial re- 
view of their proceedings.

In this connection I refer you to

He there 
shows the inseparable relation be- 
tween the Christian fnith and the 
Christian ethic, and that the dis- 
ciples of Jesus must champion social 
movements for justice, protect the 
weak and succor the helpless, or else 
forfeit their claims to be His dis- 
ciples. 


No sensible person supposes that 


the religious man or woman has 
nothing to do with this world except 
to make their heavenly calling and 
election sure, and then get out of it 
as decorously as possible.

Such conceptions are a parody on 


religion and on socialism, as these 
arc interpreted by many people who 
arc also devout Jews and Christians.

He taught us to pray 
that God's will be done on earth as 
it is in heaven. These words author- 
ize every effort made to provide 
physical and spiritual means for 
man's nobler existence, while at the 
same time we remember that life is 
not only eating and drinking, clothes 
and shelter, education and oppor- 
tunity, but "righteousness, peace 
and joy in the Holy Spirit"; the 
spirit of wholeness, wholesomeness:

IN 


WORLD PREMIERE 


"'.UMcal instruments out of one 


of 
the most unusual scientific 


laboratories in the country will be 
presented over an NBC1WJZ net- 
work Thursday evening from 7:30 to 
8 o'clock, central standard time. 
This will be a world premiere for a 
trio of the ether-wave group of in- 
struments developed by Prof. Leon 
Theremin. 


Two of the instruments to be pre- 


sented in the trio have never been 
heard before outside the laboratory. 
They are operated similarly to the 
cello and piano. The third instru- 
ment is the famous space control 
which the musician plays simply by 
waving his hands. All three are 
notable for their purity of tone and 
wide musical range. They are espe- 
cially adaptable to broadcasting.

closely with the inventor in develop- 
ing the instruments will play them 
in the broadcast. The space control 
instrument will be played by George 
Goreff, assistant to Professor There- 
min. 
The fingerboard instrument, 


played with cello technique, will be 
played by Leonid Bolotine, former 
member of the Curtis Institute of 
Music faculty. 
Vladimir Brenner, 


pianist member of the laboratory 
staff, will play the keyboard in- 
strument.

remote districts, has now brought close to perfection that hitherto un- 
believable accomplishment—television. Beauty of face and costly rai- 
ment, as well as colorful stages, will be necessary for ^ound- and- 
sight performances. Many of America's prominent radio stars, such as 
Jessica Dragonctte, Lois Bennett, Bettina Hall and Fay I-tlarbe, in ad- 
dition to having captured their audience with pleasant renditions, will 
be greater favorites when their beauty is displayed on the television 
screens in the homes of their numerous fans.

Everyday 
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think are necessary? As a teacher 
I should appreciate jour reply. 


ANSWER. 


I am confident you agree that we 


cannot do better as a nation than 
invest our available public funds in 
the best possible training for the 
next generation. It will have to 
face enormous responsibilities and 
unless it is prepared to encounter 
them it may incur irreparable losses. 
Hence the teacher should be gen- 
erally recognized as vastly more im- 
portant to national welfare than the 
average politician. At present such 
recognition dose not exist, and the 
unwillingness of suitable men to en- 
ter public school work is traceable 
in part to that fact. 


All school classes should be re- 


duced to a maximum of twenty-five 
children. All schools should be sup- 
plied with adequate playgrounds, 
instructive movies and radio facili- 
ties. 
Boy and Girl Scout troops 


should be associated with the regu- 
lar curriculum, and girls should re- 
ceive at least an elementary course 
in domestic science. Boys and girls 
with marked scolastic ability ought 
to stay at school for advanced study, 
even at the expense of the taxpay- 
ers if that is necessary. Those whose 
bent is mainly practical should de- 
vote half their school time to 
manual training after the age of 
twelve. Artistic training which in- 
volves the priceless values imnusic, 
drawing and architecture should be 
given .to those capable of receiving 
and applying it. Last, but not least, 
the 
average salary of teachers 


should be materially increased. 


The reforms mentioned are gener- 


ally overdue and wil' have to be still 
further delayed unless financial ob- 
stacles can be overcome. Publio 
school education, in the view of one 
expert, is examination ridden, too 
much confined to book work, out of 
touch with life's inescapable re- 
quirements, and hampered for want 
of funds.

"Let's Plant More Trees." 


''People go many miles to see Ash 


Lawn, famous home built more than 
a hundred vears ago by James Mon- 
roe, fifth president of the United 
States. They go for its historical 
associations, and for the beautiful 
trees and box: hedges set out mainly 
by the hands of the president him- 
self. The passage of a hundred 
years has but enhanced their beau- 
ty Trees and the larger shrubs are 
not things of a day—they endure 
for centuries, it they are of the 
right sort. There is the old fable of 
the aged man discovered by a 
joungster planting a fruit tree. He 
was told he would gain no benefit 
from it, but he replied he was plant- 
ing it for those to come. James 
Monroe planted for his own enjoy- 
ment, but it has come to pass that 
posterity has obtained more pleas- 
ure from his plantings than he did. 
Millions ha\e enjoyed the fruit of 
his labors. 
"So South Dakotans. located in a 


state where nature has not been 
generous with native timber, should 
plant for posterity. The Sunshine 
State needs more trees. Through the 
efforts of the secretary of agricul- 
ture's department, the Lr>ak Walton 
league and other sources, trees are 
now aiailable at a cost so nominal 
that anybody can afford to buy. 
The plan is designed mainly for 
farmers and rural schools, large 
groups of desirable trees bwlng for 
sale at little above the cost of pro- 
duction, and the opportunity should 
be grasped. 


"Too manv South Dakota fanners, 
too manv rural schools, are stand- 
ing on the bare prairie without a 
particle of shade other than that 
cast, by the buildings themselves. 
With a little effort and a small out- 
lay adequate shade can be provided 
and the surroundings beautified. It 
is true the trees will grow slowly 
and it t/ill take severa' years before 
their effects are manifest, but there 
will be families on the farms and 
children in the schools for many 
years to come, and the trees planted 
now win be a source of comfort and 
satisfaction t the succeeding gen- 
eration if not to this. Let's plant 


sand, then six feet of lime; Second, 
forty feet of splendid water-bear- 
ing gravel, next some 200 f -t of 
impervious rock, then a thin layer 
of salt water: Third, some GOO feet 
of porous water bearing lime rock 
loaded with pure water.' 


This authority sajs It is quite 


possible to use all three of these 
stratas in close together wells, the 
Shnne uses but the water-bearing 
sand, for should we care to use 
the deeper water strata the salt 
vein could be sealed from the 
fresh."

In ou insistence that wells be 
pumped to ascertain their capacity 
and quality we are upon

ground. At many cities, like Bell- 
•ville, Kansas, great volumes of 
water are pumped from quite thin 
layers of gravel. If we need further 
confirmation of the necessity for 
pumping tests, we find it in the an- 
nouncement by our water commis-. 
sioner that a well will soon be 
sunk, on location, at the Platte bot- 
toms and pumped for 30 days to as- 
certain quantity and 'quality. At 
this late day a first pumping test 
jr. to be made, and after the Ash- 
land bonds have been voted. 
We hold no brief for the oil well 
folks, but we would like mighty 
well to see published the full test 
of the letter from the president of 
the Cass Petroleum corporation to 
the water commissioner, tendering 
their layout to him for a demon- 
stration of an abundant supply of 
pure water.
